“BURBANK” JAPAN PLUM.—We have 
secured this variety direct from the Experi- 
meutal grounds of Mr. Luther Burbank of 
Cal. Mr. Burbank says that itis the best of 
allthe Japan plums and describes it as fol- 
lows: This fruit is usually from five to five 
and a half inches in circumference, and va- 
rying less in size than the other Japan 
plums; vearly globular, c’ear cherry red, 
with a thin lilac bloom. The flesh is a deep 
yellow color, very sweet, with a peculiar and 
very agreeable flavor. The tree is vigorous 
with strong upright shouts, and large and 
rather broad leaves. Commences to bear 
usually at two years of age. Last summer 
(1888) fifty five large perfect fruits ripened 
on a two-year old tree, which was standing 
with others thick in nursery row.” This plum 
was named by Prof. H, E. Van Deman, 
Chief of the U. S. Department of Pomology, 
Washington, D. C., in honor of the introdu- 
cer.
